SULZER REFUSES TO QUIT 


Glynn’s 
Demand 
For Office Turned 


Down— Impeached Executive’s Wife 


Is Critically III. 


Albany. N. Y., Aug. IG.— Counsel for 
Governor Sulzer and Acting Governor 
Glynn conferred on the suggestion by 
Mr. Sulzer that a test case he made in 
which the courts would he obliged to 
decide upon the legal incum bent of 
the office of governor, pending the im 
peachm cnt trial. 
They parted without reaching a con­ 
clusion and w ithout arranging for an 
other m eeting. Ex-Judge D. ('ady Her 
rick, chief counsel for the governor 
said that they m ight 
get 
together 
again. 
The initiative in the m atter all came 
from the Sulzer side. The conference 
was held in the office of ex-Judge Ed 
win Countryman, who is representing 
Mr. Glynn. 
Judge Herrick gave out the follow 
ing statem ent: 
“Judge Countryman and I conferred 
as to the manner in which a test case 
might he made. No definite conclusion 
was arrived at. There will probably be 
further efforts made, but at what tim e 
or place I do not know. The m eeting 
was perfectly harm onious, but neither 
side felt at liberty to com m it them ­ 
selves to either plan until conferences 
with their principals.” 
At the conference conversation at 
once turned upon the ground for a 
possible teat case. Then the plan, pre­ 
viously suggested by the Sulzer adher­ 
ents of having an agreem ent as to 
facta by counsel for both sides pre­ 
sented to the appellate division of the 
suprem e court, was 
introduced and 
discussed. 
From there the conferees passed on 
to the ofhcr plan, which has also been 
suggested In-fore, of having Governor 
Sulzer pardon a prisoner at Sing Sing 
having hia friend. W arden Clancy, re 
fuse the pardon, and then suing out a 
writ of habeas corpus to secure the 
release. 
Tht> difficulty with this blea, for the 
Sulzer people, is that 
Secretary of 
State M itchell May, who 
announced 
that he would take his orders from 
A cting Governor Glynn, m ight refuse 
to attest, the pardon and nullify it. 
The third proposal to he taken up 
was an agreement on a m eans to have 
the situation taken before a federal 
court. 
That was not gone into very 
deeply, and nrobably will not be con 
sidered at all at further conferences if 
any are held. 
The critical condition of Mrs. Sul­ 
zer. which Is marked by occasional de- 
llriiim. engages chief attention in the 
capital. 
Lieutenant Governor Glynn form ally 
dem anded from the im peached gover 
nor possession of the execu tive offices 
and all the facilities of the governor 
ship. 
Suiter form ally refused to com 
ply. 
M eantime Glynn usurped use of the 
privy seal and otherw ise enacted the 
role of governor. 
Mrs. Sulzer still lay no ill she was 
unable to see friends and had special­ 
ty in constant attendance at her bed- 
ride. 
She was im proved when she 
awoke from a refreshing sleep, but 
was still gravely ill. 
“Mrs. S uiter Is still in a precarious 
condition,” reads 
a 
bulletin 
issued 
n om her bedside, “lie r tem perature 
is 102 and pulse 118. She continues 
partially delirious.” 
“The only thing that’s worrying me 
about this whole business is Mrs. Sui­ 
ter's condition.” Governor Sulzer told 
Colonel T. W. Sim ons, of W ashing 
ton. aa they entered the capitol to 
gether: “She is very ill and the cl— 
scalaw ags have brought her name into 
th© affair.” 
This was the first public reference 
the governor has m ade to the state 
merit that Mrs. Sulzer had used some 
of his I unipaign contributions without 
his know ledge to invest in stocks. He 
spoke in the presence of newspaper 
men. 
“It is too bad," agreed Colonel Si 
mons. 
"Yes,” replied the governor, “I fee 
like punching the noses of the Beala 
wag:- who brought her into it.” 
To another friend the governor said 
“I can fight ray own battles for my 
self. it was wrong to bring a woman 
n*o the case. I wish there was som* 
way we could keep her nam e out fron 
now on. She is very ill and I was nj 
with her nearly all nlg^it.”

W ashington, Aug. IG.— Not only does 
the Fluted States face a fam ine in its 
dom estic m eat supply, Mit stringent 
rules covering meat Im portations m ay 
debar m eat and cattle from other great 
m eat supplying nations. 
"The situation is critical,” said Dr. 
D. A. R am sey, chief of the inspection 
division of the bureau of anim al in­ 
dustry. “Th** crisis in meat exhaustion 
has been approaching for years, hut 
has 
been 
hastened 
by 
the great 
drought over Kansas, Iowa, Indiana, 
Illinois, N ebraska, Oklahoma and the 
southw est. Sim ultaneously contagious 
diseases of live stock iii Argentina, 
Australia, New Zealand and the Indies, 
the only other sources of supply, h a \e 
iK veloped. 
“The departm ent of agriculture now 
has inspectors in Argentina, Australia 
and New Zealand studying conditions 
there so that we may formulate* en­ 
h a n ce inspection regulations for dress­ 
ed m eats and live stock. A dvices indl 
cate that in 
A rgentina 
particulai ly 
there arc epidem ics of the virulent 
hoof and mouth disease 
and 
ticks. 
Those d isea ses w ill prevent the* en­ 
trance of Argentina m eat, for this 
country m ust protect itself. W e have 
had several scourges of this nature, 
and it has cost the country m illions of 
doliat s. 
"There is a great deal of talk about 
how free m eat in this new tariff mas 
lire w ill relieve the* stringency. I can­ 
not foresee that result. Dressed beef 
now only < arrie.* IO per cent duty, and 
even if m eat is free it will have to 
com e in under the de part no nt’s meat 
inspection rules, and A rgentina—the 
greatest source of supply—at present 
docs not liv e up to them. 
“Tho drought in the middle west 
has been m ost serious. It m eans that 
M exican cattle and the* grass fed cat­ 
tle from the southw est that have here­ 
tofore been driven to the middle we st­ 
ern ‘fatten in g’ corrals w ill have no 
haven. 
“The visible supply in the drought 
section is being sold by the thousand 
head in the open market now be* ause 
stockm en have no feed and foresee a 
fam ine this winter. The im m ediate re­ 
sult of course will he a lowering of 
prices because the supply exceeds the 
demand. 
But 
later in the season. 
when the demand becom es greater and 
prices soar the supply prom ises to be 
gone.” 
Dr. R am sey pointed out that with 
excellen t crops last year the m eat im ­ 
ports for 11)12 for the first tim e in the 
history of the country exceeded ex 
ports. 
The statistical bureau of the de­ 
partment of agriculture figured that 
the outlook for the corn crop was not 
much 
better 
than 50 per cent, as 
against more than 85 per cent last 
year. On Aug. I, the date when the 
last official figures were com piled, the 
corn crop was estim ated at 75.5 per 
ceut. Since then the drought in the 
middle west has taken on its most 
serious phase and .wrought its greatest 
damage. 
Oats, it is estim ated, will not yield 
over GO per cent, as against 81.5 per 
cent last year. On Aug. I the percentage 
was 73.7 per cent, as against 90.3 per 
cent over the corresponding period of 
1912. 
During the first five m onths of this 
year 2o per cent less live stock was 
slaughtered than during the first five 
m onths of 1912. This decrease also oc­ 
curred before the drought, when feed 
was plentiful. 
Department of agriculture official* 
declared they saw no remedy to pre 
vent tho approaching m eat 
fam ine 
Hheop, hogs and cattle have greatly 
decreased in number, and of this bal 
am e, thousands are boing rushed to 
the m arket, with no demand.

PRAYING FOR RAIN 


Streams 
in 
Kansas 
Dried 
Up 
and 
Crops Are Ruined. 
K ansas City. Aug. IG.— Prayers for 
rain w ere asked for in K ansas ant 
Missouri by citizens and clergym en to 
end the drought that has beset the 
southw est for more than three weeks. 
Heat continues unabated throughout 
Kansas. 
There were no show ers to 
spe ak of and the situation Is the worst 
since the dry period began. 
The people of W ichita and orchard­ 
ists thereabouts are working hard to 
save fruit and shade trees by digging 
holes near the roots and carrying wa­ 
ter to them as regularly as they would 
to horses. 
Farm ers in the gre*at Arkansas val 
ley corn country, where it usually h 
said to be “ wet when everyw here else 
is dry,” are cutting much 
of 
their 
semi-matured 
corn 
and 
rushing 
through a grinder into silos before the 
sun has drunk all the juide. 
St. Joseph, Mo., reports that farm 
era in that vicinity have given up all
